WASHINGTON

John Fitzgerald Kennedy be­ 
gan his presidency in a time 
of awesome troubles today by 
summoning the world’s peo­ 
ples, 
Communist 
and

Communist, to “a grand glo­ 
bal alliance" against “tyranny, 
poverty, disease, and war.” 


At 9:51 a m. (p.s.t.), Kennedy, 


■I 43 the youngest man ever elect­ 


ed President and the first Roman 


Catholic, solemnly took the oath 


or office 
as 
the 
nation's 
35th 
chief executive. To the 173-year- 
old oath 
he 
added, 
as George 
Washington had done, the words 
•'So help me God." 


THEN, 
H EAD 
BA R ED 
to 
a 
freezing wind in a city glittering 
under a seven-inch blanket of snow 
he addressed himself not only to 
hi- countrymen but to "m y fellow 
citizens of the world.” 
Solemnly to the Communist na­ 
tions he said, "let us begin anew” 
the quest for peace. To all nations, 
whether they "wish us well or 
HI.” he made this promise: 
"W e shall pay any price, bear 
any burden, meet any hardship, 
support any friend or oppose any 
foe in order to assure the survival 
and success of liberty.” 


STANDING ON A red carpet in 
the imposing stand erected for his 
inauguration on the east steps of 
the Capitol, in the presence of his 
wile and parents and two former 
presidents, he called for a new be­ 
ginning toward a world of peace 
and justice. 
The new President had begun 
the most solemn day of his life 
by attending a special mass "in 
honor of the Holy Spirit" at 9 
a m. Then he had ridden to the 
Capitol from the White House with 
his predecessor. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower who at 70 is the oldest man 
ever to serve in the White House 


D URIN G T H E long ceremonies 
preceding the oath-taking, he con­ 
versed seriously with Eisenhower. 
He smiled seldom This was not 
the sometimes brash - s e e m i n g 
young man who campaigned fo r 
the Democratic nomination and for 
the White House. 
This was the President, sudden­ 
ly face to face with awful respons­ 
ibility. 
The ceremony was slow in get­ 
ting started, and he took the his­ 
toric oath 40 minutes later than 
the scheduled time. Before an d 
after the invocation, K e n n e d y 
made the sign of the cross. 


TWO OF T H E three living form­ 
er presidents Eisenhower and Har­ 
ry S. Truman, 76, were on the plat­ 
form with him. wishing him well. 
The third, 
Herbert 
Hoover, 
86, 
had beer, prevented from coming 
to Washington from Miami. Fla ,

The Two Joes--McCarthy, Clark 


WASHINGTON, D C - Poli­ 
tics is not really a blood sport, 
but often you see a man's pride 
torn to bits, and his feelings 
painfully wounded. They say it 
lulled Joe McCarthy, and today 
there's another Joe — Senator 
Clark of Pennsylvania — wr h o 
suffered a defeat which, at least 
on the day of this interview!. left 
him trembling, gaunt and bitter 
from overwork, disappointment 
and punishment. 
McCarthy and Clark bail from 
opposite sides of the social and 
political railroad tracks, so that 
if you have sympathy for only 
one type or the other — read no 
further here. My thesis is that 
the shanty Irish and the Chest­ 
nut Hill patrician both have the 
same salt in their tears, and that 
the man who seea Reds under 
every bed can be just as sincere 
as the man with a Don Quixote 
complex to overthrow the Cita­ 
del. 


THE CITADEL, or the United 
States Senate, stands there still, 
although Joe Clark and others 
have made their annual effort to 
breach its sacred walls Clark 
calls it an effort to "democra­ 
tize" the famous upper chamber 
with its tried, true and trust­ 
worthy rituals and safeguards 
He set out with a five-poult 
program, and at first had the 
deceitful encouragement of pre­ 
mature success. He was able to 
loosen up the procedure of the 
Democratic policy and steering 
committees, and to increase the 
size of two Senate Standing Com­ 
mittees. 


BUT THE ILLUSIONS of tri­ 
umph only set him up for the 
crushers that followed. He got 
nowhere trying to prevent t h e 
seniority system land the cele­ 
brated “club spirit" of the Sen­ 
ate) from retaining Senator Har­ 
ry Byrd as chairman of the Fi­ 
nance Committee and Senator 
James Eastland as chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee. 
He failed in hi* major demo­ 
cratization effort to change Rule 
22 so that a numerical majority 
could close off debate. C l a r k 
fears that, without these reforms, 
the Kennedy program if doomed 
"The rules," he says in a formal 
statement, "make it impossible 
. . . to pass meaningful legisla­ 
tion to protect voting r i g h t s , 
speed school integration and pro­ 
mote job opportunities." 


YOU MAY RIGHTLY presume 
that Joe Clark takes himself ser­ 
iously. even mystically. He sees 
America as a maiden in distress, 
lashed to the rock, violated by 
social injustices and economic 
outrages Joe Clark (more like 
the other Joe than he would like 
to admit) apparently feels him­ 
self anointed and commissioned 
to. save her. 
From what? And for what? In 
seeking the answers before talk­ 
ing with the Senator, I was told 
that they lie in a big historical 
phase through which the nation 
is passing. The “Joe Clark” of 
the next decade. I was told, 
would not stop at rejiggering the 
Senate rules. He would try to do 
what is regarded in Liberal Cir­ 
cles as a must — abolish the 


States and divide the country up 
into districts. 


WHEN I DEMURRED t h a t 
something of the sort once hap­ 
pened to France, the answer 
was that the French are the 
most civilized and accomplished 
race in Europe! So, what's 
wrong with France? Well, since 
the Revolution France has had 
two Napoleonic empires, three 
monarch.al reigns, five republics, 
three dreadful military defeats 
at home, several others abroad, 
the Nazi occupation and now the 
Gaullist paternalism. Even f o r 
"culture" this is a high price. It 
is not a record to be envied by 
Americans. 
Senator Clark believes, if I un­ 
derstand him. that the States as 
political entities ought to go. 
This would mean the end of the 
United States of America as a 
republic, and it* remodeling as 
a conglomerate d e m o c r a c y 
where every citizen s vote has 
equal weight The Senator has 
nc such plan which, in any 
event, he said, would be impos­ 
sible to implement under the 
Constitution. 


MOST AMERICANS, I judge. 
would thank their God for that, 
and would be content for the 
Citadel to stand for a long time 
as the protector of the Constitu­ 
tion 
But nobody since McCarthy 
has been so embattled with his 
colleagues as Joe Clark — nor 
so sincerely convinced that he is 
right and almost everybody else 
dead wrong —Holmes Alexander 


State of the Union' 


WASHINGTON IP! - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's final "State 
of the Union" message last week 
sort of left me stranded at the 
crossroads with a foolish look 
on my face. 
It so happened that Ike sent 
his message to Congress at a 
a time when I was rounding up 
data for a "State of the Union ' 
report of my own. 
I FEEL SURE that if Ike had 
known my report was in the 
works he would have waited 
until I had finished it. He is 
not the type of guy who will 
deliberately upstage you. 
Nevertheless I fear that his 
message has saturated the mar­ 
ket for the time being Besides 
that, as they say in show busi­ 
ness. the President is a tough 
act to follow. 


LUCKILY, IKE didn't touch on 
all the topics affecting the na­ 
tional welfare, so I can still 
make use of some of my ma­ 
terial. For one thing, he didn't 
aay anything about the econo­ 


mic impact of nudity. 
Is America rapidly shifting to­ 
ward the European view in re­ 
spect to the undraped figure? 
And if so. what is the European 
view "1 These are questions which 
must be answered before we can 
intelligently plan counter - re­ 
cession programs. 
I HAVE SEEN indications re­ 
cently that the national attitude 
in regard to maximum and min­ 
imum exposure in undergoing a 
change, except perhaps in the 
Post Office Department. 
Hem Fashion writers report 
that necklines will drop and 
hemlines rise in the new spring 
and summer frocks. 
I can t see how necklines could 
get much lower or hemlines 
much higher without running 
into the waistline If these lines 
ever collide, widespread unem­ 
ployment will result. 
THE FEW REMAINING bur­ 
lesque houses will fold, every 
stnpteaser will be thrown out of 
work and all the nudist colonies 


in the country will become de­ 
pressed areas 
Item A press agent complain­ 
ed recently that police aren't 
objecting thia year to the ap­ 
pearance of bare - bosomed dan­ 
cers in the "Ballets Africana."

that America "can lose its free­ 
dom

bankruptcy than through political 
machinations of our enemies. 


Morley had assured the group 
that "so long as America keeps its 
military defenses strong, we prob- 
sbly don't have to worry about 
military war." But he continued 
that Red efforts concentrated on 
the youth of this and other free 
world nations constitutes a major 
threat. 


EM PHASIZIN G THAT there is 
"more hope than hopelessness 
in 
world crisis - ridden politics. Mor­ 
ley reviewed pro - Western vic­ 
tories 
in 
international 
affairs 
which far outweigh pro * Red ac­ 
hievements, he said. 
"Americans 
do 
not 
recognize 
how great we are," Morley stated. 
He pointed out that in Africa, 13 
new nations have gained indepen­ 
dent*. 10 of them pro-Western and 
that Red Advances into the Middle 
East have been stalemated. 
The world - traveling newsman 
censured the French - Israeli pact 
for construction of a nuclear re­ 


actor, saying "it is embarrissing 
to us. the nation which led in 
recognition of Israel, and has con­ 
tinued to lead in financing of the 
new Israeli nation, 
to 
have 
it 
chose to build reactor with aid 
ot another American ally — when 
neither felt like taking us 
into 
their confidence." Morley pointed 
out that in keeping the peace in 
the Middle East, and resisting the 
tide of Red propaganda and ag 
gression. the United States had a 
legitimate interest in knowing in 
advance developments in the vola­ 
tile hingeland between Europe and 
Asia. 


MORLEY 
E X P R ES S ED 
"fer 
vent hope 
that the new Kenn- 
dy administration will not permit 
withdrawal from strategic Matsu 
and Quemoy islands. 
‘ To permit these islands to fall 
to Red China would be a major 
blow to American 
strategy and 
prestige," Morley said. 
He explained that 
the 
islands 
control the entrances to two ma­ 
jor China mainland ports, have 
been held by American military 
chiefs as decisive in defense of 
the Pacific nations against further- 
Red aggression and “ give us the 
ability 10 check narcotic shipments 
intended for the United States and 


other western 
nations." 
Morley 
emphasized that 
he 
had 
been 
aboard destroyers which have in­ 
tercepted Red 
Chinese 
narcotic 
shipments destined for American 
distribution. 


" IF T H ESE 
ISLANDS 
were 
abandoned, it wouid mean either 
displacing 
100 000 more 
persons 
who live on them, or turning over 
Ihese 1001)00 persons to the shift­ 
ing winds of Red doctrine 
and 
policy," Morley emphasized. 
He 
termed both 
Presidential 
candi­ 
dates “ lacking in knowledge" on 
the subject during the publicized 
Nixon - Kennedy debates, indica­ 
ted that "a well informed liberal 
reporter had led one of the can­ 
didates into a trap" with the quev- 
lions on the islands. 
Morley, just arrived from Cuba 
reported that "the biggest thing 
there is the growing opposition to 
Fidel Castro. In one public meet­ 
ing I attended, I heard six ex­ 
plosions — and now is the only 
time in his two years in power 
that anyone has 
dared do that 
Church leaders now openly preach 
against the Godless regime,” Mor 
Icy said.

BUSTERUD SAID virtually tv 
ery Republican »n the lower cham 
ber—as well as some Democrai 
—had coauthored his four tax re 
lief measures. 
The major bill would allow tax 
payers to take a 10 per cent cred 
it when they pay their 1961 taxes 
in 1962 at a cost to the state es­ 
timated at $27.7 million.
